The Failure of the Play Laid at the Doors 
of the New York Newspaper Critics, 


The Author Thinks It Will Take Better 
in Chicago or Boston. 


(Special Despatch to The Boston Globe.) 


NEw YORK, August 27.—The following ietter 
Was received from William Perzel, Marie Pres- 
cott’s husband and manager, tonignt: 


“The papers of New York City have condemned 
Oscar Wilde’s play, ‘Vera.’ They have made an 
impression on the theatre-going public that 
‘Vera’ Is an unattractive play. It is not in my 
power to correct thts impression. 

“TI have neither time nor inclination to make any 
complaints against the critics. I only wish to 
state that the attitude of the press toward *Vera’ 
Keeps the peopie from the theatre, and, conse- 
quently, lam the sufferer. There is, no doubt 
that ‘Vera’ will be more popwar in other cities. 
I have that assurance from managers out of town 
who have seen the play. 

“But for the present Iam obliged to withdraw 
‘Vern’ from New York City aud dismiss my com- 
pany. My losses are very large so far, and 1 am 
unable toincur further risks. My dates out of 
town are cancelled up to October, when I shall re- 
organize a company tor Miss Preseott.”

The failure here will not tetl 
against itin Boston or Chicago; rather the eon- 
trary, 1 think, tor there is « feeling of rivalry and 
independence between the larger cities of this 
country. Itis notas itisin Eug.and, where if a 
play is damned in Londou it is useless for provin- 
cial purposes.”’ 

“You are satisfied with the course pursued by 
Miss Preseout?”’ 

“I have nothing tosay in the matter. It was not 
I that produced the piay, though, of course, it ts 
to my interest to have it played as often as pos- 
sible. Iain sorry Miss I’reseott lost money by it, 
but that is not my fault, you know; and [ think 
she will do well by producing it in Ctrcago or Bos- 
ton, even if it is only for one night. As I said, 
however, she brought the play out and the critics 
have done more injury to her than to ine.”

Gallap rented a farm from 
Mr. Krebs which had formerly been in possession 
of Leary, whe on account of his bad behavior had 
been ordered to vacate by his uncle. This led to 
bad feeling between Leary and Gallap, the former 
accusing the latter with being the cause of 
his losing such a_ fine pleee of land. Last 
Saturday Galla being at the post office 
volunteered tu take a letter to Leary w. ieh had 
just arrived for him. tie forgot to give it to Leary, 
and so yesterday Myrs. Gallap, when she saw 
Leary, gave him the note, giving an explanation 
for its delay. Leary, however, flew into a terrible 
rage, accused Mrs. Gallapof tnteutionaliy delaying 
his note, and abused her in a most aisgraceful 
minner. Mr. Gallap here put in an appeararee 
abd ordered Leary off his premises. Leary be- 
caine so infuriated at this that drawing a peach 
Knife from his pocket he stabbed Gailap several 
times in the side, killing him Instantly. He then 
fled, but after a long pursuit was captured. The 
pursuers, Composed principally of farmers, made 
preparations to lyneh the wretch aud had pro- 
cured all the necessary appliances, Cooler coun- 
sel prevalied, however, and the murderer was 
turned over to the authorities. The body of the 
murdered man will be brought to Baltimore to- 
morrow tor burial, The prevailing opinion is that 
Leary will have to swing for bis crime. He has 
long born an unsavory reputation.

Report of the Creditors’ Committee—The 
Accountant's Statement. 

The adjourned meeting of the creditors of 
Macomber & Greenwood was held in the com- 
mittee room atthe Shoe and Leather Exchange. 
The committee, through their chairman, stated 
that they had discharged the duty assigned to 
them. and had appointed an expert accountant, 
who had made a thorough examination of the 
books of the firm. His report was as follows: 

Mr. Bradbury's Statement. 

Therewith submit a reportof the condition of 
the affairs of Macomber & Greenwood, as appears 
from their books and from such other sources of 
information as were availiable. The firin com- 
mencead business on Jannary 1, 1883, neither of 
the general partners contribating any capital to 
the concern; George Wallace as special partner 
contributed 250,000, which sum was deposited to 
the firm's credit in the Shoe ana Leather Bank un- 
der date of December 50, 1882. Mr. Greenworcd 
on the 23d of July put into the concern $5061. 
which was deposited in bank on that date. 

Of the 250,000 special capital 211.5453 22 was 
paid ia January to Wallace & Macomber on ac- 
count and $30,000 was withdrawn the fret three 
days of January and loztnedto F. Shaw & Broth- 
ers. This sum of $30,000, less 26200 borrowed of 
F. Shaw & Beothers by Macomber & Greenwood 
between Juve 23 and July 27. stili coustitutes a

part of the assets of the concern. 

Ali the‘Inaiters so far reterred to are carried as 
“cash memoranda,” and do not appear upon the 
firm's cash book. In the term of the firm's bust- 
ness Mr. Greenwood has withdrawn 81638 12. 
Mr. Macomber has drawn, as appears fy his 
account, £1788 34, beside which he is charceable 
with about $1400 which was applied to his per- 
sonal use from the proceeds of two of Macomber 
& Greenwood's notes for $2000 each given William 
Estabrook, The interest xevount, including trade 
discounts on merchanctse sales, amounts to 
$2126 45, and the expenses to $1966 97. The 
bowks do not show that tie firm profited from the 
notes loaned to F. Shaw & Broihers. Indeed no 
mention Whatsoever is made of them on any of the 
books of the concern. The list of these noies sub- 
mitted herew:th Is made from the receipts shown 
me by Mr. Macomber. All these receipts are 
Signei by “F. Shaw & Brothers, by George Wal- 
lace.” excepting one signed *F. Shaw & Brothers.”

BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 


The Management of the Sewer 
Department Defended. 


Aldermen Anthony, Hall and Slade Hake 
Answer to Alderman Haldeman. 


A Final Vote Indeiinitely Postpones the 
Whole Matter. 


The Board of Aldermen met at 4 o'clock yestere 
day, Chairman O'Brien presiding. The order re- 
questing the committee on ordinances to report an 
amendment to chapter 25 of the revised omdm 
ance, providing for the reference to the commitice 
on health, on the part of the Board of Aldermen, 
of all matters relating to the construction of new 
sewers; with a substilute request ng the comumillt- 
tee on ordinancesto report an ordinance provid- 
inz for the consolidation under cone management 
Of the sewer department and the dcpartiment of 
improved scewerace, came up by special assign- 
ment. 

Alderman Anthony stated that he wished te cor 
rect some of the statements that had been made 
by the late chairman of the commiitee on sewers 
inthe speech which that gentleman made two 
weeksaco. He bed been surprised to fad that 
the city bad been purchasing suppiies at a higher 
price than it might. He was glad that it was doing 
sonolongrr. He read a loug communication irom 
Superintendent Moses of the sewer department 
in answer to certain charces made by Aldcrinaa 
Haldeman. He (the Ssuperiatendent) had dis- 
eharged Fairbanks because he had theught the 
efficiency of the department required him to do 
so. Alderman Haldeman had aimitted that Mr. 
Fatrbanks would have to co. because of a difference 
in polities. “Mr. Arthur, who had Mr. 
Fairbanks, was in every way fitied for the piece, 
even inore $0 ihan bis predecessor, who did not 
have that superior knowledge which it was sup- 
posed be did have. 

Alderinan Haldeman in reply said that he did 
hot care to enter intoa lengthy ciscussion at this 
time. He did not see but what about all bis alle- 
gations had been confessed in the superintendent's 
silatements. A great amount of work haa been 
done in the sewer department without the knowl 
edige of the committee ou sewers. He said thai if 
there was any depariment in the city government 
which has been corrupt it was the sewer depart- 
ment. He hoped the whole matter could be settied 
without going into unpleasaut investigations and 
causing scandal. He moved that both orders be 
referred to the commnritice on ordinances. 

An amendment was moved that they be indefi- 
nitely postponed. 

Alderman Hal! ssid that he was surprised that 
Mr. Haldeman should leave the committee wnen 
be knew that there was so much trouble brewing. 
it was his opinion that be (Haldeman), as chair. 
man of the committee, should have stood by it 
until everything had been settied satisfactorily. 

Alderman Ha'deman said that he had not left 
the committee until he was absolutely obliged to 
doso. So iong ashe could work with the com- 
tmnittee he had remained. but when a difference 
arose between his methods and those of the other 
members of the committee be haa felt that he was 


had peen accused of being somewhat 
in his Democracy, and be wished to assert, with a 
his faith, that he was as good a Democrat as the 
party possessed. He belicved that the Democratic

VETERANS AS JUDCES. 


They Aecuse Comrade Michaeci Ford of a 
Breach ef Trust. 
(Special Despatch to The Keston Globe.) 
Quincy, August 27.—This evening Michael 
Ford, a prominent Grand Army man and an old 
member of Reynolds Post. 58, G. A. R., of Wey- 
mouth, was court-martialled for alleged breach of 
trust. The affair created intense excitement, 


outside as well as inside Grand Army circles, 
from the fact that the matter has been under con- 
sideration by the officiais of the post for a number 
of months. Every effort has been made lovuking 
toward an amicable adjustment of the difficulty. 
But every eifort of a conciliatory nature on the 
gare of the post has been met in a decidedly tndif- 
erent manner by Ford, and the deflant attitude 
assumed by him made necessary the final steps 
taken in the matter. The offence charged against 
Ford is that when the post held their grand fair in 
May last Ford was entrusted by the committee 
with fifty-eight season tickets, valued at $1 each, 
to dispose of for the benefit of the post. Not mak- 
ing any returns for them at the proper time he was 
remonstrated with by the committee, and there- 
upon promised to hand over the money at an 
early date, but failed to do so, and upon 
his renewing his promises to make the matter 
right the case was continued from t me to time. 
Finally becoming copvinced that Ford did not 
intend to make any reparation, the members of 
the post concluded to punish him tor bis miscon- 
duct. Not having any legal redress, from the fact 
thatihe tickets were coupon tickets, entitling the 
purchaser toa chance in the list of prizes, it was 
decided to setile the matter by a court-mar- 
tial, and at a_ recent meeting of 
the post the court was appointed, 
and to-night held its session in the directors’ 
room of the East Weymouth savings band. Three 
charge were preferred against Ford. He was not 

resent at the hearing. Owing to the reticence of 
the members of the court the exact result coula 
not be ascertained. The finding of the court will 
have to go to the department commander and 
council for approval or disapproval.
